Excerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a JIarbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  an y amendment  of  a like  nature 
to  any  former  Act, — shall  require  a Notice,  clearly 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  of  the 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows : — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news- 
paper published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  the  preceding  rule,  also  at  the  same 
time  and  in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege, 
the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the 
abutments  or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels, 
and  mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a 
draw-bridge  or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  thi 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  The  expenses  and  costs  attending  on  Private 
Bills  giving  any  exclusive  privilege,  or  for  any  object 
of  profit,  or  private,  corporate,  or  individual  advantage; 
or  for  amending,  extending,  or  enlarging  any  former 
Acts,  in  such  manner  as  to  confer  additional  powers, 
ought  not  to  fall  on  the  public;  accordingly,  the 
parties  seeking  to  obtain  a Private  Bill  shall  pay  the 
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Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars 
before  the  first  reading  thereof;  and  an  additional 
sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  immediately  after  the 
second  reading  thereof.  And  no  such  Bill  shall  be 
read  a first  time,  or  committed  after  second  reading, 
until  the  fees  payable  on  the  first  or  second  reading 
respectively  are  paid  to  the  Clerk,  and  all  such  Bills 
shall  be  prepared  by  the  parties  applying  for  the 
same,  and  printed  in  small  pica  type,  twenty-six  ems 
by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in  Imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  I Of  inches  by  7 1 
inches,  and  100  copies  thereof  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  re-printed  by 
the  promoters  thereof.

Therefore,  His  Excellency,  in  virtue  of  the  authority 
| vested  in  him,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
Queen’s  Privy  Council  for  Canada,  is  pleased  to  order 
that  the  following  regulations  governing  the  grazing  of 
l cattle  on  Dominion  Lands  shall  be  and  the  same  arc 
j hereby  substituted  and  adopted  in  the  place  and  stead 
! of  the  regulations  approved  by  Order  in  Council  of  the 
17th  September,  1889,  when  applied  to  Dominion 
Lands  situated  within  the  Railway  Belt  in  the  Pro- 
vince of  British  Columbia.

Regulations  governing  the  grazing  of  cattle  on  Do- 
minion Lands  within  the  Railway  Belt  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  approved  of  by  an 
Order  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General  in 
Council  dated  the  15th  day  of  July,  1897. 

Interpretation. 

1 . In  the  construction  of  these  regulations  the  word 
“cattle”  shall  include  horses,  mares,  geldings,  colts, 
bulls,  bullocks,  cows,  heifers,  steers,  calves  and  mules. 

Commons. 

2.  The  Minister  of  the  Interior  may,  upon  the  appli- 
cation of  two-thirds  in  number  of  the  residents  in  any 
tract  of  land  not  less  than  a township  in  area,  cause  to 
be  proclaimed  in  the  Canada  Gazette  a portion  of  the 
Crown  Lands  in  such  tract  to  be  a common,  upon 
which  such  residents  may  depasture  their  cattle  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  these  regulations ; and  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  may  from  time  to  time  alter, 
modify,  cancel  or  repeal  any  such  Proclamation. 
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3.  The  extent  and  situation  of  any  sueli  common 
shall  ho  detineil  and  proclaimed  by  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  in  the  Canada  Gazette  and  the  British  Colum- 
bia Gazette,  but  in  no  ease  shall  any  sueli  common  ex- 
ceed twenty-live  miles  in  area,  nor  shall  lands  within 
such  common  be  reserved  from  homestead  entry  or  sale 
or  other  disposition  by  the  Minister  of  the  Interior. 

4.  No  sheep  or  swine  shall  be  allowed  to  be  pastured 
or  kept  on  any  such  common,  except  while  being  driven 
from  one  district  to  another,  and  if  the  owner  of  any 
sheep  or  swine  shall  depasture  or  keep  the  same  on 
such  common,  except  as  aforesaid,  or  shall  in  passing 
over  such  common  permit  the  same  to  remain  thereon 
for  a longer  period  than  twenty-four  hours,  he  shall 
be  liable  to  a penalty  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  to 
be  recovered  in  a summary  way  before  any  Justice  of 
the  Peace,  and  in  default  of  payment  shall  be  impris- 
oned for  any  period  not  exceeding  one  month. 

5.  There  shall  be  levied  and  paid  upon  and  in  respect 
of  the  cattle  of  every  person  depasturing  or  keeping  the 
same  upon  such  common,  such  sums  as  the  Minister  of 
the  Interior  may  from  time  to  time  fix,  which  sums 
respectively  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons  assessed  be- 
fore the  lath  day  of  November  in  each  and  every  year, 
to  such  officer  as  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  shall 
appoint.  Such  sums  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  cents 
or  greater  than  twenty-five  cents  for  each  head  of  cat- 
tle so  depastured  or  kept  upon  such  common. 

6.  Every  person  pasturing  or  keeping  cattle  as  afore- 
said shall  cause  a return  to  be  made  to  such  officer  on 
the  first  day  of  August  in  each  and  every  year,  accord- 
ing to  the  form  in  the  schedule  hereto,  of  all  such  cat- 
tle, and  if  any  person  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  cause 
return  to  be  made,  or  shall  make  a false  return  of  the 
cattle  depastured  or  kept  by  him  on  any  such  com- 
mon, or  shall  omit  to  deposit  the  same  with  the  said 
officer  in  manner  hereby  required,  or  shall  refuse  or 
neglect  to  pay  the  assessments  hereby  required,  he 
shall  be  liable  upon  conviction  to  a penalty  of  not  more 
than  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  a summary 
manner  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  in  default 
of  payment  thereof  shall  be  imprisoned  for  any  period 
not  exceeding  one  month. 

Board  of  Overseers. 

7.  Upon  the  petition  of  two-thirds  of  the  residents, 
holders  of  land  within  the  tract  referred  to  in  clause  2 
of  these  regulations,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Minister 
of  the  Interior  to  constitute  in  such  tract  a local  board, 
to  be  called  the  Board  of  Overseers. 

8.  The  Board  shall  consist  of  five  members  who 
shall  retire  annually,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  votes 
of  persons  actually  bona  fide  resident  in  such  tract,  but 
no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  who  is  not  a male 
freeholder,  homesteader,  or  leaseholder  for  a term  of 
not  less  than  six  months,  nor  shall  any  person  be 
eligible  as  a candidate  for  the  Board  unless  he  shall 
have  been  duly  qualified  to  vote  for  three  months  pre- 
vious to  the  election. 

9.  Each  voter  shall  have  five  votes,  but  shall  not  be 
allowed  to  give  more  than  oue  vote  to  each  candidate. 

10.  The  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  given  in  person 
by  the  voter,  and  the  person  appointed  by  the  Minis- 
ter of  the  Interior  shall  act  as  Returning  Officer,  and 
shall  decide  all  questions  as  to  qualification  and  dis- 
qualifications of  the  members  elect.  The  first  election 
shall  take  place  on  such  day  as  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  may  appoint. 

11.  If  any  person  shall  cease  to  be  a freeholder, 
householder,  homesteader,  or  leaseholder  for  a term  of 
not  less  than  six  months,  or  shall  be  convicted  of  a 
felony  or  misdemeanour,  or  of  any  malicious  contra- 
vention of  these  regulations,  or  of  any  by-law  in  force 
in  the  tract  made  in  pursuance  of  these  regulations, 
he  shall  ipso  facto  vacate  his  seat  in  each  case  and  not 
be  eligible  for  re-election,  save  that  a member  vacating 
his  seat  only  by  reason  of  ceasing  to  have  the  qualifica- 
tion hereinbefore  required  shall  be  again  eligible  at 
any  time  upon  his  again  becoming  possessed  of  the 
necessary  qualifications. 

12.  Whenever  any  member  shall  absent  himself  from 
five  or  more  consecutive  meetings  of  the  Board,  whether 
regular  or  adjourned  meetings,  he  shall,  upon  a reso- 
lution passed  by  the  Board  to  that  effect,  be  considered 
to  have  vacated  his  seat  therein. 

13.  The  Board  of  Overseer’s  shall  fill,  by  appoint- 
ment, all  vacancies  which  may  ar  ise  in  the  said  Board 
when  the  same  may  occur,  and  such  appointees  shall 
hold  office  until  the  general  election. 

14.  The  Board  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the 
land  laws  and  regulations  in  force  for  the  time  being 
in  the  Railway  belt,  have  power  to  make  by-laws 
regulating  the  depasturing  of  cattle,  sheep  and  swine, 


on  lands  unenclosed  by  a lawful  fence  in  the  said  tract, 
and  for  the  enforcing  of  such  by-laws  by  fine  or  im- 
prisonment. 

Iff.  The  said  by-laws  shall  be  submitted  for  approval 
to  the  Dominion  Lands  Agent  residing  nearest  to  (he

A BY-LAW  FOR  RAISING  A MUNICIPAL 
REVENUE. 


VTTH  ERE  AS  it  is  expedient  and  necessary  to  pro- 
VV  vide  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Munici- 
pality of  the  Township  of  Richmond  for  the  current 
year  and  to  provide  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  dollars 
to  pay  interest  and  sinking  fund  as  required  by  the 
provisions  of  the  Richmond  Loan  By-law,  1893. 

Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Richmond  as 
follows : — 

1.  That  the  Richmond  Revenue  By-law,  1896,  and 
all  former  revenue  by-laws,  are  hereby  repealed,  pro- 
vided such  repeal  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  the  Cor- 
poration to  recover  any  or  all  delinquent  taxes  due 
under  the  provisions  of  said  by-laws. 

2.  That  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  by-law  a 
general  annual  municipal  revenue  for  the  use  of  the 
Corporation  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  “ Municipal  Act, 
1896,”  and  amendments  thereto,  from  such  sources 
within  the  Municipality  as  are  hereinafter  enumerated. 

3.  That  there  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected 
on  all  real  property  (including  50%  of  the  improve- 
ments thei-eon),  except  wild  land  as  shown  on  the 
Assessment  Roll  for  the  time  being  in  force  in  the 
Municipality,  an  equal  annual  rate  of  five-tenths  (5/10) 
of  one  per  cent,  on  the  assessed  value  thereof,  ns 
appears  in  said  roll. 

4.  That  there  shall  be  raised,  levied  and  collected 
on  all  wild  land  in  the  Municipality,  as  shown  by  the 
said  Assessment  Roll,  an  equal  annual  rate  of  two  (2) 
per  cent,  on  the  assessed  value  thereof  as  shown  by  the 
said  roll.

6.  That  the  aforesaid  taxes  shall  be  due  and  payable 
to  the  Collector  of  the  Municipality  at  his  office  on  the 
15th  day  of  October  of  the  year  in  which  the  same  are 
levied. 

7.  That  if  the  aforesaid  taxes,  or  any  part  thereof,

year  the  sum  of  two  (2)  dollars  each  as  a municipal 
road  tax. 

10.  The  aforesaid  road  tax  shall  be  due  and  payable 
on  and  after  the  first  day  of  February  of  each  and 
every  year  by  the  person  or  persons  liable  for  the  same 
to  the  Collector  of  the  Municipality  where  the  demand 
is  made  by  the  said  Collector.  The  said  tax  shall  be

A By-Law  to  enable  the  Council  of  the  City  of  Boss- 
land  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $85,000  for  certain 
works  of  immediate  necessity. 

'ATTHEREAS  under  and  by  virtue  of  section  11  of 
W the  “Speedy  Incorporation  of  Towns  Act,

any  work  of  immediate  necessity  which  are  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Council  : 

And  whereas  certain  works,  to  wit,  the  opening, 
grading,  rendering  passable  of  streets  ; the  purchase 
of  supplies  and  appliances  for  protection  against  fire, 
and  the  construction  of  sewers,  and  the  purchase  of 
lands  for  civic  buildings  are  necessary  to  be  under- 
taken and  had  immediately :

City  of  Vernon  General  Bate  By-Law,  1897  (Amend- 
ment). 

TTT  HERE  AS  it  is  necessary  that  a by-law  be  passed 
W for  levying  a rate  on  all  the  land,  improve- 
ments and  real  property  on  the  Assessment  Roll  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vernon,  to  provide  for 
the  general  and  ordinary  expenses  of  the  Corporation 
during  the  current  year  :

There  shall  be  and  is  hereby  settled,  imposed  and 
levied,  and  there  shall  he  raised  and  collected,  upon 
all  the  improvements  and  buildings  on  the  said  land 
mentioned  and  described  in  the  said  Assessment  Roll, 
an  equal  rate  or  tax  of  one  per  cent,  upon  fifty  per 
cent,  of  the  full  assessed  value  of  the  said  improve- 
ments and  buildings,  as  appears  on  the  said  Assess- 
ment Roll. 

3.  The  aforesaid  rates  or  taxes  shall  be  due  and 
payable  by  the  person  or  persons  liable  to  pay  the 
same  to  the  Collector  of  the  City  of  Vernon,  at  his 
office,  on  the  1st  day  of  October,  1897. 

4.  A rebate  of  one-sixth  of  the  amount  thereof  shall 
be  allowed  on  all  taxes  levied  and  assessed  under  sec- 
tions 1 and  2 of  this  by-law  in  all  cases  where  the 
same  are  paid  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  November, 
1897.

A BY-LAW 


To  reyalate  the  erection  unit  continuance  of  wash- 
houses, the  i cash  inf/  anil  ilryi  mj  of  clothes  in  tin 
open  air,  anil  for  compelling  the  removal  of  all 
structures  within  40  feet  of  any  street,  usctl  for  the 
purpose  of  washiny  anil  ilryintf  clothes  in  the  open 
a i r. 


\ TTHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  that  the  regu- 
VV  lations  hereinafter  contained  shall  be  made  : 
Therefore  the  Municipal  Council  of  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  Victoria  enacts  as  follows  : — 

I No  building  of  any  kind  shall  be  used  fora  wash- 
house or  laundry  unless  ample  provision  is  made  for 
the  drainage  of  all  slops  and  materials  used  in  wash- 
ing, to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical  Health  Officer 
or  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  time  being  of  the  City. 

2.  Proper  washing  tubs,  or  other  receptacles  for 
holding  water  and  materials  for  washing  clothes,  shall 
he  provided  by  the  owner  or  licensee  of  every  public 
wash-house  or  laundry,  and  every  such  tub  or  other 
receptacle  shall  be  fitted  with  waste  pipes  at  least  two 
inches  in  diameter,  properly  connected  with  the  public 
sewers  or  drains  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  said  Health 
Officer  or  Sanitary  Inspector. 

3.  The  main  waste  pipe  shall  not  be  less  than  four 
inches  in  diameter  and  shall,  if  inside  the  building, 
be  of  extra  heavy  cast  iron  with  fittings  to  correspond  ; 
all  branch  waste  pipes  from  washing  tubs  or  other 


receptacles  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches  in  diame- 
ter ; every  such  main  waste  pipe  shall  finish  above  the 
main  roof  of  the  building  as  a ventilating  pipe  and 
shall  be  carried  to  a height  above  all  surrounding 
openings  and  windows.  All  branch  waste  pipes  to 
tubs  or  other  receptacles  shall  be  fitted  with  strainers 
so  that  no  rags  of  any  kind  can  pass  through. 

4.  Should  such  main  waste  pipe  be  underground  and 
outside  the  building,  vitrified  pipe  of  the  size  named 
may  be  used,  except  the  ventilating  pipe  which  must 
be  4-inch  standard  cast-iron. 

5.  All  waste  pipes  from  tubs  or  other  receptacles 
shall  empty  over  the  top  of  a proper  vitrified  grease 
trap,  with  at  least  12  inches  removal  grating  on  top 
and  with  sides  built  up  six  inches  with  good  brick  and 
cement  to  prevent  splash  above  the  top  of  said  grease 
trap,  otherwise  a properly  constructed  lead  grease 
trap  may  be  used,  of  at  least  12  inches  diameter,  with 
a 4-inch  removal  screw  cap  and  properly  ventilated 
above  roof. 

6.  All  buildings  used  as  wash-houses  or  laundries 
shall  be  fitted,  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned 
pipes,  with  proper  ventilating  pipes  or  shafts  of  gal- 
vanized iron,  24  gauge,  of  the  size  of  at  least  12  inches 
in  diameter,  which  shall  be  carried  above  the  main 
roof.  The  opening  of  such  pipe  or  shaft  shall  be  at 
least  10  feet  above  any  opening  or  window  in  the  said 
building,  or  in  any  adjoining  building  within  50  feet 
of  such  pipe  or  shaft  so  that  all  steam  or  odours  may 
have  free  access  to  the  air  without  causing  a nuisance 
to  the  neighbourhood. 

7.  Every  tub  or  other  washing  receptacle  shall  be 
furnished  with  a hood  which  shall  be  placed  over  and 
be  of  sufficient  size  to  envelop  the  same,  and  shall  be 
connected  with  the  main  pipe  or  shaft  by  a pipe  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  catch  and  convey  away  all  steam 
or  odours  arising  from  such  tubs  or  washing  receptacles. 

8.  No  wooden  or  other  structure  or  erection  shall  lie 
erected  or  constructed  on  the  outside  of  any  building 
used  as  a wash-house  or  laundry,  or  on  any  portion  of 
any  lot  or  piece  of  ground  used  or  occupied  in  connec- 
tion with  any  wash-house  or  laundry  in  any  part  of 
the  Municipality,  within  forty  feet  of  any  street  or 
highway,  for  the  purpose  of,  or  that  may  be  used  for, 
the  washing,  drying  or  airing  in  the  open  air  of  any 
clothes,  linen  or  other  materials  of  the  like  nature. 

9.  Every  wooden  and  other  structure  or  erection 
now  erected  or  constructed,  or  in  course  of  erection  or 
construction,  on  the  outside  of  any  building,  or  on  any 
lot  or  piece  of  ground  in  any  part  of  the  Municipality, 
within  forty  feet  of  any  street  or  highway,  for  the 
purpose  of,  or  that  may  be  used  for,  the  washing, 
drying  or  airing  in  the  open  air  of  any  clothes,  linen, 
or  other  materials  of  the  like  nature,  shall  be  forthwith 
pulled  down  and  removed  by  the  owner,  lessee  or 
occupier,  and  in  the  event  of  the  owner,  lessee  or 
occupier  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pull  down  and 
remove  such  wooden  or  other  structure  or  erection, 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  may  cause  such 
wooden  or  other  structure  or  erection  to  be  pulled  down 
and  removed  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  lessee  or  occu- 
pier so  refusing  or  neglecting  to  pull  down  the  same,  and 
may  recover  the  expense  thereof,  with  costs,  in  like 
manner  as  municipal  taxes. 

10.  Any  person  or  persons  or  the  servant  or  agent, 
servants  or  agents  of  any  person  or  persons,  carrying 
on  the  business  of  washing  in  any  dwelling  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
an  infraction  thereof. 

1 1.  This  By-law  may  be  cited  as  the  “ Wash-House 
By-law,  1897.”

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


O 

Organization  of  Institutes. 

1.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  sections  6 and  7,  each  Institute  shall  have  a distinct 
name. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  elected  as  provided  in  section  5 to 
notify  without  delay  the  Superintendent  of  Farmers’  Institutes  as  soon  as  organization  is 
completed,  and  to  forward  to  him  a list  of  the  names  of  all  the  members  and  the  addresses  of 
the  Officers  and  Directors. 

3.  Membership  shall  terminate  with  the  31st  day  of  December  each  year,  but  the 
membership  of  persons  joining  during  the  months  of  October,  November,  and  December  just 
preceding,  and  whose  fees  are  paid,  shall  extend  to  and  be  good  for  the  whole  of  the  following 
year. 

Officers. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  Officers  referred  to  in  section  8 of  the  Act,  there  shall  be  one 
Director  for  every  ten  members  up  to  fifty,  to  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  number 
of  Directors,  however,  in  no  case  to  exceed  five  until  the  membership  shall  reach  one  hundred, 
after  which  there  may  be  an  additional  Director  for  every  additional  twenty  members. 

5.  The  Officers  and  Directors  shall,  at  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  and  when  after- 
wards necessary,  elect  from  among  themselves,  or  otherwise  if  deemed  desirable,  a Secretary- 
Treasurer,  who  shall  remain  in  office  during  pleasure. 

6.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  two  Auditors  to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Institute. 

7.  An  Executive  Committee  of  three  may  be  appointed  from  the  Board  of  Directors  as  a 
whole  to  manage  any  matters  within  the  powers  of  the  Directors  to  perform,  their  duties  to 
be  those  assigned  to  them  by  the  Directors. 

8.  In  case  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  resigning  or  refusing  to  perforin  the  duties  of  his 
office,  or  if  by  any  other  reason  his  office  becomes  vacant,  the  President  shall  immediately  issue 
a letter  calling  the  Board  of  Directors  together  by  giving  ten  days’  notice  in  writing.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Directors,  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  by  the  President,  to 
appoint  a Secretary-Treasurer. 

9.  In  case  the  Presidency  is  vacant,  or  the  President  does  not  take  action  within  ten 
days,  the  Vice-President  shall  act  in  his  stead.  All  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  like 
manner. 

10.  In  case  of  the  Secretaryship  being  vacant,  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  the  Vice- 
President,  shall  perform  the  duties  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer  until  the  vacancy  be  filled. 

11.  Any  change  in  the  personnel  of  the  Directorate  or  Executive  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Superintendent  forthwith  by  the  Secretary-Treasurer,  or  other  officer  acting  in  his  stead. 

Annual  Meetings. 

12.  The  Institute  year  shall  begin  January  1st  and  end  December  31st.  The  Annual 
Meeting  shall  be  held  in  the  month  of  January  of  each  and  every  year.  At  this  meeting 
the  officers  provided  for  shall  be  elected  for  the  ensuing  year.  Elections  shall  be  by 
ballot.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  office  or  entitled  to  vote  who  has  not  paid  his  fees  in 
full  for  the  current  membership  year.  The  executive  officers  for  the  current  Institute  year 
shall,  through  the  Secretary,  present  to  the  meeting,  in  writing,  a carefully  prepared  report  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  year,  in  which  shall  be  stated  the  number  of  Institute  meetings  held, 
the  attendance  at  each,  the  total  number  of  papers  read  and  addresses  delivered.  The 
Treasurer’s  report  for  the  current  year  shall  be  presented,  but  shall  first  be  audited  and 
certified  to  by  the  auditor.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  called  by  mailing  to  each  member,  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  meeting,  an  announcement  of  the  meeting,  said  announcement  to 
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specify  the  date,  place,  and  hour  of  the  meeting,  and  shall  contain  a programme  of  the 
meeting.  In  addition  to  this,  if  the  Executive  deem  it  desirable,  they  may  advertise  the 
meeting  by  posters,  or  in  newspapers  circulating  in  the  district.

14.  At  the  close  of  the  annual  meeting  the  new  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  and  transact 
such  business  as  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  tinally  decide  at  what  points  in  the  district  regular 
and  supplementary  meetings  shall  be  held  during  the  succeeding  Institute  year. 

15.  Memoranda  of  the  proceedings  shall  be  entered  in  the  Secretary’s  Minute  Book,  and 
a copy  of  the  same  shall  be  sent  by  the  Secretary  to  the  Superintendent,  and  shall  be  presented 
as  part  of  the  report  of  the  annual  meeting. 

16.  In  case  any  Institute  shall  from  any  cause  fail  to  hold  its  annual  meeting  at  the  time 
appointed,  the  Superintendent  may  appoint  a time  for  holding  the  same,  the  same  procedui'e  to 
be  observed  as  in  the  foregoing.

Other  General  Meetings. 

17.  All  Institutes  organized  under  the  Act  shall  be  strictly  non-partisan  and  non- 
sectarian,  and  no  Institute  shall  operate  in  the  direct  interest  of  any  party,  sect,  or  society, 
but  for  the  equal  good  of  all  citizens  of  the  farming  community,  and  no  subject  shall  be 
presented  at  any  institute  or  any  discussion  allowed  of  a political  or  sectarian  nature,  nor 
shall  any  speaker  be  allowed  in  his  lecture,  essay,  or  speech,  or  in  any  discussion,  to  advertise 
wares  or  schemes  in  which  he  has  a direct  or  indirect  pecuniary  interest. 

18.  It  is  not  intended  that  regular  delegates  shall  visit  more  than  two  points  in  anv 
Institute  District  in  one  year  at  the  expense  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  Officers 
and  Directors  are  expected  to  lighten,  as  far  as  possible,  the  expenses  of  the  delegates  while  in 
their  districts. 

19.  Should  any  Institute  require  speakers  at  any  other  period  of  the  year  to  assist  in 
holding  supplementary  meetings,  application  for  such  assistance  shall  be  made  to  the  Superin- 
tendent at  the  time  of  reporting  the  annual  meeting,  and,  if  granted,  the  Institute  requiring 
the  services  of  such  speakers  shall  pay  all  legitimate  expenses  of  such  persons  while  attending 
said  meetings. 

20.  All  requests  to  the  Minister  for  assistance  to  hold  Agricultural,  Horticultural,  Live 
Stock,  or  Dairy  meetings  shall,  if  possible,  be  made  through  the  Secretary  of  the  District 
Institutes,  applicants  stating  what  subjects  they  wish  the  speakers  to  discuss. 

21.  Every  meeting  of  an  Institute,  except  the  annual  meeting,  shall  be  advertised  by 
issuing  posters,  on  which  shall  appear  a programme  of  the  meeting,  giving  date  and  place 
of  meeting,  hour  of  opening,  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  speakers,  the  topic  to  be  discussed 
by  each,  and  all  other  particulars.  A copy  of  the  poster  shall  be  sent,  two  weeks  previous  to 
the  date  of  the  meeting,  to  each  postmaster  and  schoolmaster  and  to  all  places  of  public  resort 
in  the  district,  and  copies  of  the  programme  should  be  sent  to  each  member  of  the  Institute, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  Officers  and  Directors  to  exercise  due  care  to  ensure  the  proper 
posting  and  distribution  of  said  bills.  A copy  of  each  poster  and  each  programme  shall  be 
sent  as  soon  as  published  to  the  Superintendent  and  to  each  speaker  advertised. 

22.  It  shall  lie  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  Executive  Committee  appointed  by 
them,  to  complete  all  arrangements  within  due  time  for  the  holding  of  the  meeting. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

23.  The  Board  of  Directors  under  these  Rules  and  Regulations  shall  have  full  control  of 
the  affairs  of  the  Institute.  They  shall  arrange  time  and  places  of  meetings,  when  not  other- 
wise arranged  for,  and  shall  outline  the  work  and  policy  of  the  Institute. 

24.  The  Executive,  Committee  shall,  if  appointed,  carry  into  effect  the  plan  of  work  decided 
upon  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  arrange  the  details  of  the  same. 

25.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  Executive 
Committee. 

26.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  powers  of  Managing  Director,  acting  under  the  control  and 
with  the  approval  of  the  Executive.  He  shall  call  all  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee 
and  Board  of  Directors  upon  the  authority  of  the  President  or  of  any  two  Officers  or  Directors, 
give  notices  of  all  meetings  as  required  by  these  Rules,  make  returns,  keep  correct  minutes  of 
the  proceedings,  and  conduct  all  correspondence  in  the  name  of  the  Institute.  All  reports  and 
returns  required  by  the  Superintendent,  shall  be  made  upon  forms  specially  provided  and  in 
the  manner  indicated. 
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27.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a book  in  which  shall  he  entered  the  names  and  addresses  of 
members  in  alphabetical  order,  also  a book  to  be  used  as  a mailing  list,  which  shall  contain 
the  names  of  parties  to  whom  posters,  programmes,  etc.,  may  Vie  sent. 

28.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Executive  the  annual 
report,  and  to  present  the  final  report  to  the  annual  meeting.  Not  later  than  the  twentieth 
day  of  December  of  each  and  every  year  lie  shall  forward  to  the  Superintendent,  by  registered 
mail,  a copy  of  said  report,  together  with  a copy  of  the  Treasurer’s  report,  the  name  and 
address  of  each  Officer  and  Director  elected  for  the  ensuing  Institute  year. 

29.  On  or  before  the  1 0th  day  of  January  of  each  year  the  Secretary  shall  send  a revised 
list  of  members  for  the  current  membership  year  to  the  Superintendent,  and  quarterly  theie- 
after  he  shall  forward  the  name  and  address  of  each  additional  person  who  has  since  the 
previous  return  become  a member  of  the  Institute. 

30.  Within  one  week  after  the  close  of  each  Institute  meeting  or  series  of  meetings,  the 
Secretary  shall  forward  to  the  Superintendent  a detailed  report  of  sagl  meeting  or  meetings,  in 
which  shall  be  stated  the  name  of  the  place  or  places  where  sessions  Were  held,  the  number  of 
persons  present  at  e,ach  session,  the  name  and  address  of  each  person  who  read  a paper  or  gave 
an  address,  the  title  of  the  address  or  paper. 


31.  The  Secretary  shall,  when  possible,  retain  the  manuscript  of  all  papers  read  at  meet- 
ings of  the  Institute  by  local  talent,  in  order  that  he  may,  when  required,  furnish  the  Superin- 
tendent with  the  same.  Each  Institute  is  required  to  forward  at  least  two  such  papers  each 
year,  which  may  be  published  as  the  Superintendent  decides.  Secretaries  or  essayists  are  not 
required  to  rewrite  papers  before  sending  them  to  the  Superintendent;  but  may  forward  them 
as  read  at  the  local  meeting. 

32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  account  for  all  moneys  belonging 
to  the  Institute,  and  disburse  the  same  under  the  instructions  of  the  Executive,  without  whose 
order  no  money  shall  be  paid  out.  He  shall  also  prepare  in  detail  and  present  to  the  annual 
meeting  a duly  audited  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure. 

33.  He  shall  use  such  cash  and  receipt  books,  membership  tickets,  etc.,  as  may  be  required 


by  the  Superintendent. 


34.  An  Officer  or  Director  who  has  not  during  the  current  year  attended  any  meeting  held 
in  his  district  (except  when  prevented  by  sickness),  or  otherwise  rendered  valuable  assistance 
to  the  Institute,  shall  not  be  eligible  for  re-election  to  office  for  the  ensuing  year. 

35.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  generally  conduct  the  correspondence 
with  and  relating  to  the  Institutes,  and  to  supervise  the  work  so  far  as  provided  for  under  the 
Act  and  Rules  and  Regulations.  Acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  arrange  for  regular  and  supplementary  delegates  to  be  present  and  address  regular  and 
supplementary  meetings  at  the  request  of  Farmers’  Institutes,  to  prepare  circular  letters,  to 
receive  and  publish  reports,  to  supply  all  forms,  books,  etc.,  to  local  secretaries  required  under 
these  rules,  and  to  prepare  and  issue  from  time  to  time  suggestions  to  Officers  and  Directors  of 
the  Institutes. 

36.  Every  Officer  and  Director  should  promptly  answer  all  official  communications  addressed 
to  him  by  the  Superintendent,  and  should  make  diligent  efforts  to  furnish  any  information 
required  of  him  relative  to  the  affairs  of  the  Institute. 


Procedure,  Order  of  Meetings,  Etc. 

37.  At  any  meeting  of  an  Institute,  if  duly  advertised  as  set  forth  in  these  rules,  geven 
members  shall  form  a quorum  to  do  business  at  an  annual  or  other  general  meeting.  At  a 
Directors’  meeting,  five  shall  be  a quorum.  At  an  Executive  meeting,  two  shall  be  a quorum. 
If  at  any  meeting  a quorum  is  not  present,  those  present  shall  adjourn,  and  the  meeting  shall 
again  be  called  as  prescribed  by  these  rules. 

38.  The  Officers  and  Directors  shall  act  as  far  as  practicable  upon  the  recommendations 
of  the  Superintendent,  and  shall  submit  to  him  through  the  Secretary  all  questions  relating  to 
the  welfare  of  the  Institute  upon  which  advice  may  be  required. 

39.  (a.)  Except  by  permission  of  the  presiding  officer,  no  member  or  other  person  shall 
speak  other  than  to  ask  a question  or  to  introduce  or  speak  to  a motion: 

( b .)  In  the  discussion  following  the  introduction  of  a subject,  no  person  shall  speak  more 
than  twice,  nor  for  a longer  time  than  five  minutes,  except  by  a vote  of  the  meeting: 

(c.)  When  a question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  except  the 
following:  (1)  To  adjourn;  (2)  to  postpone;  (3)  to  amend.  These  motions  taking  precedence 

in  the  order  named,  and  the  first  two  shall  be  decided  without  debate: 

( d. ) Before  the  vote  is  taken  on  any  motion  or  amendment  the  President  shall  ask,  “ Is 
the  meeting  ready  for  the  question?”  The  question  shall  not  be  put  so  long  as  any  member 
desires  to  speak  and  is  in  order.  Any  member  desirous  of  asking  a question  on  the  subject 
introduced  may  do  so  verbally,  but  if  he  desires  to  ask  more  than  two  questions,  he  must  submit 
them  to  the  Secretary  in  writing. 

40.  Every  member  is  entitled  to  the  following  privileges: — 

(a.)  To  protest  against  any  decision  of  the  Institute,  and  request  his  objection  to  be 
recorded  in  the  minutes: 
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(b.)  To  protest  against  the  decision  of  the  chair  and  appeal  to  the  meeting,  stating  the 
grounds  of  appeal,  which  shall  then  be  put  without  debate  in  these  words:  “ Shall  the  decision 

of  the  chair  be  sustained!” 

41.  A motion  to  re-consider  any  question  decided  by  the  Institute  shall  be  in  order,  pro- 
viding such  motion  be  not  made  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  resolution  is  carried. 

42.  Order  of  business  for  general  meetings  other  than  the  annual : — 

(1.)  Calling  the  meeting  to  order  by  the  President. 

(2.)  Reading  and  disposing  of  communications. 

(3.)  Reports  of  committees. 

(4.)  Programme  of  the  day  and  discussion. 

(5.)  Question  drawer. 

(6.)  Adjournment. 

43.  Any  change  of  address  or  any  failure  to  receive  the  bulletins  and  reports  issued  by 
the  Agricultural  Department  should  immediately  be  reported  to  the  Superintendent. 

44.  The  blank  books  used  shall  be  those  authorised  by  the  Department.  Blank  forms  for 
reports  of  meetings,  financial  statements,  list  of  members,  membership  books,  mailing  books, 
cash  books,  etc.,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  Superintendent.
